Dear Sir and Brother: 

I am enclosing letters dated February 9, and February 27, 1962, from 
thii Law firm of Cutler, Lachapelle ti Gasdik, together with the Qu-/bec 
Transportation Board's decision in the case of Husband Transport, Ltd., 
dated February 7, 1962. You will note that the Board's decision grants 
the Canadian National Railroad's application, through its subsidiary, the 
Canadian National Transportation, Ltd., the right to acquire control of 
the inter-provincial trucking operations which this company performs. 

The decision of the Transportation Board is a lengthy one, but the basic 
reasons for granting this application was that the Ontario Highway Trans¬ 
portation Board had previously granted such authority in that Province 
and the Government of Canada had authorised CNR to expend $15, 000,000 
toward the acquisition of trucking services. You will note that the decision 
makes reference to the motions by the Tranisters and the fact that a court 
case (Scire Facias) is presently pending before the Superior Court in 
Montreal. Actually, as noted in the attorney's letter, the motion to the 
Board and the Court raise exactly the same issue, vis., the capacity of 
CNR to acquire control of and operate Husband Transport, Ltd. 

This decision was disappointing and offset our prior victory in which the 
Quebec Transportation Board refused the application of CNR to acquire 
control of Husband Transport (Quebec) Ltd., an intra-provincial opera¬ 
tion. This present case was immediately appealed and, as you can see 
from the attorney's letter of February 27th, together with the newspaper 
clipping, the request for appeal has been granted and it will automatically 
suspend the decision of the Board until the matter is decided. 

1 will continue to keep you informed concerning this matter.

It was a com¬ 
plete volte face. 

Tha legislation in dispute 
is tha atiH controversial Bill 
I. which, in essence, puts tha 
onus on tha employer to 
prove, in instances where an 
employee is diamiaaed. that 
such a dismissal was not for 
union activity. 

A key section of Bill g 
reads; 

“If it Is shown to the satis- 
faction of the Labor Rela¬ 
tions Board that the em¬ 
ployee eserciaes a right ac¬ 
corded to him by this Act or 
engages in a trade union 
activity permitted by it.

such right or engaged in such 
activity and the burden of 
proof that the employee was 
dismissed for another reason 
shall be upon the employer." 

The Quebec division of the 
Canadian Manufacturers* As¬ 
sociation protested. 

If the onus of proof in in¬ 
stances of alleged discrimina¬ 
tion were placed upon the 
employer, then the CMA felt 
the result would be that 
“mere claims of discrimina¬ 
tion being sufficient to re¬ 
quire reinstatement.” 

A QFL spokesman insists 
that there ia a coiKerted ef¬ 
fort under way by certain 
groups to have Bill i repeal¬ 
ed. The union would fight 
this move, he said 

Another area of contention 
Is the attitude toward the 
New Democratic Party. In 
Quebec, not all labor haa 
given lia official consent to 
the marriage of the unions 
and the political party 


This hesitancy persists 
despite the presence of the 
QFL president as one of the 
co-chairmen at the NDP 
founding convention and the 
name of a former CNTU 
president on the executive of 
the new party. 

As a matter of policy, the 
QFL executive ia committed 
to the cause of the NDP. But 
recruitment of members 
from the rank and file has 
been slow 

The CNTU remains politi¬ 
cally non-sligacd. 

Talking to a students' 
group recently, the former 
prime minister, the Rt. Hon 
Louis St Laurent, had this 
observation on the NDP in 
Quebec;

matters. It claims that 3,0M 
hospital workers in Montreal 
were organized during INI. 

Campaigns to organize not 
only hospital workers 
throughout the province, but 
civil servants and school 
board employees, will ton- 
tinue. More than 1,000 
Montreal school board em¬ 
ployees now are members of 
a white collar local. 

A university professor 
makes this observation; 

“There are still groups of 
workers, particularly in Que¬ 
bec. who are full of resent¬ 
ment of their circumstancaa 
and capable of great mili¬ 
tancy, and there are occa¬ 
sional efforts to organise 
some of them.” 

At the INI Industriel Re¬ 
lations Conferenca at McGill 
University, the concensus 
was that the bargaining ad¬ 
vantage has shifted sharply 
in favor of employers, and 
against unions.

Followinc our telephone conversation, please 
find enclosed a copy of the Judgment rendered by the 
rranaportation dosrd of the Province of Quebec under 
No. Sll-V on the 7th day of February, 1962. You will 
aota from the Judgment that the transfer of the control 
of the enterprise. Husband Transport Limited, to Canadian 
National Transportation Limited was approved by the 
Transportation Board of the Province of Quebec. 

Disappointing as this decision of the 
Transportation Board is, there is no imnediate cause 
for alarm. The decision contains three points on 
which an appeal can be made against it. 

The first point is found on Page 4. There 
is an undertaking eentioned by Canadian National 
Transportation Limited to the effect that Canadian 
National Transportation Limited attorns to the Juris** 
diction of the Transportation Board of the Province of 
Quebec and that it will continue to do so. This state** 
ment is without significance if, as we think, the 
Transportation Board has no Jurisdiction to deal with 
this matter, the Railways and related enterprises being 
in the Federal field under the British North America 
Act. Whatever the intention of Canadian National 
Transportation Limited at this stage may be, it cannot 
itsalf aubnit to a Provincial Board if, in virtue of 
the B. tf A. Act, it is under Federal Jurisdiction. 

This ia the issue of Jurisdiction.

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The second lejfsl point arises on Page 6 of 
the Judgment in the second paragraph, in that reference 
ia made to a letter datid January 30, 1962, from the 
Applicants, Husband Transport Limited and Husband 
Transport (Quebec) Limited, transmitting a resolution 
of Husband Transport Limited dated January 30, 1962, 
that shares representing control of Husband Transport 
(Quebec) Limited have been transferred to Northcrest 
Investment Limited so that Husband Transport Limited 
does not have control over Husband Transport (Quebec) 
Limited. These are material effects affecting the 
Judgment of the Transportation Board which have been 
brought to the attention of the Chairman of the Board 
informally, without a hearing. These facts change 
materially the position of Applicants and should not 
have been received by the Board without re-opening 
the hearing and permitting Contestants to cross- 
examine witneases and establish the veracity of the 
statement and to appreciate the new position in which 
Applicants find themsolves. 

The third point arises on Page 9 and 10 where 
you will note reference is made to the motion that I 
have made on behalf of the Teamsters questioning the 
capacity of Canadian National Transportation Limited to 
acquire control of and operate the transportation 
services of Husband Transport Limited. fhis motion 
did go to the root of the Problem in that it questions 
the ability of Canadian National Transportation Limited 
to acquire.Ability together with willingness and fitness,are 
the teats ti.at tha Board must satisfy itself before 
granting the approval. The decision of the Board does 
not decide the motion of the Teamsters because of the 
pending Writ of Scire Facias before the Superior Court 
in tha District of Montreal. It would seem that this 
ia an error in law which is subject to correction and 
would giva ground for an appeal. 

If an appeal were started, the appeal would 
automatically suspend the decision of the Board. In 
other words, the acquisition by Canadian National 
Transportation Limited of Husband Transport Limited could 
not be put into effect. It is not expected that a 
decieion on the appeal would be rendered before the 
Fall of this year in any case. 
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Should there be auy effort mode on the pert 
of Cenedien Netionel Trensportetion Limited to carry 
out the control of Huebend Trensport Limited we would 
have to apply for an injunction order from the Superior 
Court of the Province of Quebec. 

Becauae of the fcirefoing and because of the 
important principles involved in this matter 1 thoufht 
that an appeal would be warranted.

Dear Sir and Brother: 

I am enclosing copies of letters dated October Z7 and November Z7, 1961 
from the law firm of Cutler, Lachapelle li Casdik which has been handling 
the above matter. As noted in these letters, the hearings before the Quebec 
Transportation Board have been poetponed pending the outcome of the Team¬ 
ster initiated court proceedings. The attorneys have advised us that the 
court case will delay the possibility of Canadian National Railroad's entry 
into the trucking industry for at U ast two or three years. Moreover, if 
this suit IS successful, the C li R will be prevented from obtaining any 
trucking operations anywhere in Canada where said operations are not in 
conjunction with or in substitution of rail services. 

Wo are, of course, extremely pleased with the developments in this case and 
hope to eventually report that a p<>rmanent victory has been achieved. In the 
meantime. Teamster jurisdiction and jobs are being protected and the danger 
of A monopoly has been avoided. 

You are advised that this case dors not affect Canadian Pacific Railroad and 
it may be that a similar law suit should be filed against CPR. We are urging 
the trucking companies to file such a suit, but we should also consider whethei 
or not the Teamsters should participate. CPR's activities do not affect Quebe 
but this entire matter is a national problem and must be considered as such. 

1 will continue to keep you advised of any and all developments in this case. 
Any suggestions you may have will be appreciated. This has been, and will 
continue to be, a costly, but neceisary fight- Teamster jurisdiction and the 
job security of our members is at stake I
